It is doubtful if any state can equal Oklahoma in the 
m atter of improvement of the teaching profession during the 
past ten or twelve years. Those of us who have been here 
for a number of years can see this, perhaps, better than later 
comers. On the advent of statehood one of the first things 
to receive attention was education. Three normal schools had 
been established in old Oklahoma in territorial days and 
three more were located in the former Indian Territory. For 
several years many thought there were too many of these 
schools and efforts were made to abolish some of them, but 
now with several thousand students in attendance and the 
wonderful improvement in the general personnel of the teach­ 
ing profession, it is apparent that all six are needed and that 
they have played an important part in preparing teachers 
for the schools of all grades. Some wholesome laws respecting 
requirements for teachers have been enacted and more is de­ 
manded in the way of preparation than ever before. In a few 
more years the results will be more apparent than they are 
now. 


The Oklahoma City street railroad is declared by its 
owners to be on the rocks as the result of automobile compe­ 
tition. It is said that there are 30,000 cars in the capital cit}’ 
and they are in such general use that street car traffic has 
been cut to a minimum. In recent years the auto has made 
such advances that railroads and stret car systems have felt 
the competition keenly and the end is not yet in sight. In 
times past the railroads did a heavy tourist business to the 
Rocky Mountain region during the summer, but now tourists 
prefer to take the trip in their own cars and be in a position 
to travel anywhere they please. Motor trucks are fast getting 
the upper hand in hauling local freight that formerly went 
to the railroads. The falling off iii revenues causes the roads 
to ask for higher rates and then they lose still more. The prob­ 
lem promises to be difficult of solution.
